jj came to Washington in July 
rJj 1930 at the age of 26 to work 
for the Government us a Structural 
Engineer, My years of association 
with Washington Bible College began 
in September 1930 in a Bible class 
taught by Miss Ethel Vance. This 
class was sponsored by the American 
Home Bible Institute. At that time 1 
had no assurance of salvation, but 
had an interest in knowing the Bible. 

In January 1931 I came to personal 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ accom¬ 
panied with a deep desire to know the 
Scriptures. Soon I was teaching be¬ 
ginning Bible studies, and in 1937 w as 
elected President of the American 
Home Bible Institute, hi 1938, along 
with tw f o other small Bible Institutes, 
we joined to form the Washington Bi¬ 
ble Institute. In 1956 the name of the 
school was changed to Washington 
Bible College. Also, in 1933 I married 
Ruth Crawford who greatly sup¬ 
ported me in my endeavors to serve 
the Lord, 

I was President of the new school, 
on a part-time basis, until the tall of 
1940 w hen Glenn Wagner came as the 
first full-time President. He served in 
this capacity until the Fall ol 1944 
when he resigned in order to serve 
with the Pocket Testament League, i 
again took over the leadership of the 
school. In the Spring of 1945 1 re¬ 
signed mv Government position and 
assumed the full-time Presidency of 
the school. 

The step from Government service 
to WBC was not a difficult decision, 
for it was where my heart lived! I 
asked Ruth what she thought about 
such a move and her reply was, 
“W hatever the Lord leads you to do I 
am with you 100%.” We were blessed 
with twin girls, Grace and Ester, 
born in 1941, and another daughter, 
Martha, born in 1942. 

W hen I presented my resignation 
to the Government, one of my fellow 
engineers asked me what my salary 
would he. W hen I told him I did not 
know for I had not asked, lie was sure 
that I would starve to death. He was 
wrong! 

The joy that was mine in 1945 has 
never diminished. I saw the teaching 


of the Word of God as something I 
could give my life to without reserva¬ 
tion, 

I had several goals that consumed 
my energies, First, I wanted a school 
tlrat would qualify in academic excel¬ 
lence, Second , a school that would 
provide Bible study for all. including 
correspondence courses, an adult ed¬ 
ucation program, college and post 
graduate level. Today all of these are 
in operation, along with teaching on 
the radio. Third , to keep personal 
evangelism and missions a constant 
challenge to the students. Fourth* to 
keep the Biblical truth of the immi¬ 
nent return of Christ vital in all of our 
classrooms. Fifth* to make certain 
the product of Bible teaching would 
result in sanctified lives. 

The Lord provided facilities at 
1441-1449 Rhode Island Avenue in 
northwest Washington as our school 
home for 23 years. As the student 
body grew r there was increased need 
for facilities, faculty, and finances. 
When we could no longer secure 
needed buildings on Rhode Island 
Avenue, the Lord provided the beau¬ 
tiful 63-acre campus in suburban 
Lanhatn, Maryland in 1969. 

Perhaps the greatest personal sat¬ 
isfaction has been the devotion on our 
graduates to the will of God* Over 
80% are in some distinguished ex¬ 
positors of the W ord. Our foreign 



missionary family has representa¬ 
tives from many different countries. 
The desire to make Christ known 
characterizes the product of the 
classroom. 

As the school was founded in 
praver, so prayer has continued to he 
the means of progress. Our Prayer 
Steward family echoes the praises 
and petitions of our school before the 
Lord. 

Only the Lord could have provided 
the loyal and capable faculty and 
staff essential to this ministry. Their 
personal devotion to the Lord and 
fellowship with common convictions 
and goals has made our labors a de¬ 
light. 

The Lord has become precious to 
us because of His faithfulness 
through the many trials which lie 
sent. Satan has sought to hinder the 
ministry by his wiles on many occa¬ 
sions. 

Forty is God’s number of testing. 
For nearly forty years it has been my 
privilege to know r God’s presence, 
power and provision in both calm and 
storm, poverty and plenty, joy and 
sorrow, with never a failure on His 
part. When we stumbled, He upheld 
us. W hen we were weak and helpless. 
He gave strength and deliverance. 
“Hitherto hath the Lord helped us” 
and all the praise and honor belong to 
Him whose promises never fail. 

Hudson Taylor said, “(rod s call¬ 
ings are God’s enablings.” I think this 
sums up my life. I would encourage 
you to always he open to the leading 
of the Lord and never shrink from 
obedience to His will. Do not dw r ell on 
self, but rather keep your eyes upon 
the Lord whose ways arc perfect. Re¬ 
member when God called Moses, He 
explained to him His program, and 
promised him His presence. His pow¬ 
er and His provision. Since the Lord 
did all that for Moses will He do any 
less for you?

G eorge A. Miles' influence has been evidenced 
in many different ways. First, there was that 
sense of a life totally dedicated to the Lord 
Jesus Christ. This came on the firm convic¬ 
tion of God’s Word and His plan revealed through God’s 
Son. The manner in w hich President Miles displayed his 
life has exhibited, to those who met him, a person who 
has been with Christ. The Christian life for President 
Miles is not “in w r ord only”; but also in actions and 
reactions. Actions based on Christ’s commands in obedi¬ 
ence to His Word, and reactions to those who had a 
need, both material and spiritual. President Miles' life 
has been an example, to us, of a person who has lived for 
God. 

Secondly, his influence extended to a conviction that 
a Bible education was the primary and most useful 
education one could obtain. This w r as evidenced in the 
fact of his becoming President of the American Home 
Bible Institute in 1937 to 38, part-time president ofWBI 
in 1938 and full-time president in 1945. In President 
Miles’ mind, there can be no greater pursuit than to give 
oneself diligently to the study of the Word of God. This 
is foundational to all life experiences of the Christian, 
While other schools have gotten away from the “Bible 
College” ideals of what constitutes education. President 
Miles’ conviction has maintained WBC’s commitment to 
the “knowledge of the Holy.” 

Lately, President Miles' influence has been one of 
Pision. Again, this has come on the basis of a life lived in 
close communion with the Savior. A favorite verse of 
both former W BC President Glenn W agner and Presi¬ 
dent Miles' 1 w ife w as Jcr. 33:3 — “Call upon me and I will 
show you great and mighty tilings which you know not.” 
But in a larger sense it has become also ours because of 
President Miles’ willingness to allow 7 God to infect him 
with a vision of greater and much nobler thoughts con¬ 
cerning the future of WBC. This vision extended to 
finding a larger campus when the Rhode Islam! complex 
became inadequate — and God provided* It involved 
believing God for a graduate level program to train those 
who wanted to go beyond college — and God raised up 
Capital Bible Seminary. Classroom space, dorm facili¬ 
ties and other needs arose — and God answered. Presi¬ 
dent George Miles has an experience of vision that passes 
all others, because he has seen God answer in great and 
mighty w r ays. 

In closing, we must recognize that w hile we can shower 
praises on this man for his service, he would rather have 
us direct the praise toward heaven and praise Him who 
gives us all blessings to enjoy* This is the real test of 
greatness. “W hoever among you who would be the 
greatest, let him become the servant of all.” President 
George A, Miles passed this test.

It is evening and the dinner 
hour is over, it is time to relax 
after a long day of classes. Oh, for 
a in o in e n t t o i d 1 e b v a s o n e 
chooses. It is 6:00 and the grueling 
8-hourd ay has just ended, now for 
the long ride home to a tasty meal 
and the warmth of the family. Ah, 
hut neither of the above are so for 
the Evening College Student 
(ECS), For whether he attends col¬ 
lege full-time during the day or 
works, his day does not end at 
6:00. He has yet another responsi¬ 


bility to fulfil), that of his evening 
class.

While it 
may not be exhaustive in its dis¬ 
cussion of the peculiarities of the 
ECS, it will at least leave the read¬ 
er with a general idea of whom the 
ECS body consists and why those 


who are a part of it chose to come, 
Th is article is a synopsis of inter¬ 
views taken with the Registrar’s 
office, (HO), Evening College Pro¬ 
fessors (ECP’S) and ECSV The 
initial stop was at the R() to get 
”vital statistics.” 

The Evening College Program 
itself is set up to graduate a stu¬ 
dent after 6 years of full-time 
evening study with no fewer than 
four classes per week. W hile no 
one has yet grand a ted from the 
Evening College f many enroll

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part-time hi the evening at the 
onset and then continue on with a 
mixture of evening and day 
classes, which allows them to grad¬ 
uate. Concerning enrollment, 
there are approximately 110 
ECS’s registered. Their ages range 
from 17 to 67 and their occupa¬ 
tions are equally as diverse rang¬ 
ing from policeman to professional 


photographer. An overwhelming 
number of them are married, have 
families and already established 
ministeries* Although there were 
many differences between indi¬ 
vidual ECS*s one thing seemed to 
be common, generally speaking, 
among them all and that was a gen¬ 
uine commitment. As previously 
mentioned, many other things 


draw upon the ECS’s time and 
attention. Commitment to a godly 
education, even at night is vital. 
One HO worker commented that 
the evening people were “unique 
because most of them have a pur¬ 
pose — they don’t waste time,” 
The KO’s one-word description of 
the ECS’s was “committed”. The 
next interview was with an ECP

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who taught a Bible course in the 
Evening College, His one*word de¬ 
scription of the ECS was “eager”. 
In his opinion the ECS’s appeared 
to be more motivated in the class¬ 
room (One Humaniti ties ECP en¬ 
joyed this about his evening class 
so much that he could hardly wait 
to meet with them because they 
“hung on every word.”) This 


could be due to what he felt was 
their tendency to be more serious 
regarding study inasmuch as they 
were already “in the heat of the 
battle,” As a result, they leaned 
more toward the practical rather 
than the theoretical. 

An interview with one Humani¬ 
ties ECP echoed the sentiments of 
the previous interviews. This pro¬ 


fessor found the students general¬ 
ly more “mature” and serious 
about their studies. According to 
him, they were better prepared. In 
reference to preparation, every 
three-hour course requires from 
6-9 hours of preparation. If one is 
to add those hours, including the

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three-hour class time to an already hectic time-tight 
schedule, it can be readily seen that it also demands a 
great deal of discipline to be “well-prepared” for 
even one three-hour class* Can you imagine what is 
necessary to prepare for two or three of them? What 
is needed is some real “Perseverance.” Persever¬ 
ance is exactly what came to mind in another inter- 
vies* It takes a lot of “hanging in there” to get the job 
done. 

On the whole, evening college has been a 
tremendous blessing even without the fanfare of the 
day college and it lias been rewarding to come to our 
teachers “by night” and learn the Word of God or 
another part of his all encompassing truth. We do 
sincerely praise God for the College's ministry and 
that is exactly what it is to the ECS body* W e thank 
Him for your time spent and sacrifices made to equip 
us for the ministry. 

W ell, 1 trust this article lias succeeded in stealing a 
little of the day college’s thunder and crediting it to 
the Evening College Student's account. When I think 
of the Evening College, the first word that comes to 
mv mind is “perseverance” — Evening College 
Body , “Hang in There!”

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The Extension Department of 
Washington Bible College has five 
thrusts. These include: Adult Educa¬ 
tion f Correspondence School , Radio 
Ministry * Extension College f and 
miscellaneous events. The Adult Edu- 
ca tio n Progra m: Th e Wa s hi ngton B i- 
ble l,allege started as an evening 
school, and the Evening School has 
always been a vital part of its minis¬ 
try. In the fall of 1983 the Extension 
Department held adult ed Bible 
classes in 22 locations in six states. 
Enrollment usually runs between 700 
and 1,000 students, with the largest 
enrollment being 1,291. We are will¬ 
ing to start a Bible class anywhere we 
can find ten interested students and a 
qualified teacher. 

The purpose of this program is 
stated in the Adult Education catalog 
as follows: 

“Our goal, in cooperation with local 
pastors, is to strengthen local 
churches by helping the believers ma¬ 
ture in Christ and develop their spiri¬ 
tual gifts for effective service. This 
brings honor and glory to God which 
is our ultimate purpose. The Adult 
Education Program is a Bible train¬ 
ing program leveled academically for 
mature, concerned adults. It is de¬ 
signed to enrich and equip church 
members to serve in a wide range of 
church-related ministries.” 

The Correspondence School offers 
nineteen courses at the present time, 
but at least one new course is offered 
each year. This ministry provided 
guided Bible study for those unable to 
attend a Bible class. About 313 stu¬ 
dents enrolled last year, and the 
present active enrollment is 380. 
Radio Ministry : The college features a 
fifteen-minute daily radio program cal¬ 
led Morning Focus. These Bible study 
programs are prepared by the faculty 
and staff of both the college and the 
seminary and are aired over WFSI-FM 
Annapolis, Maryland and WEDO-FM 
MeKeesp<> rt, Pen n sylvania. 

Extension College Program: In the 
lall of 1975 the Washington Bible Col¬ 
lege started teaching one college 
course in Norfolk, Virginia. In the 
fall of 1983 we enrolled 4 students in 
nine courses and employed our sec¬ 
ond full-time faculty member. Rev. 
Kennard Braekney serves as Dean of 
the Norfolk Extension, and Mr. Ed 
Haywood is his assistant. In addition 
to Norfolk, there are two college 
courses being taught in Roanoke, 
Virginia, one in Triangle, Virginia 
and one in Baltimore, Maryland.

Because of the reality of our 
vertical relationship with our Father our horizontal 
relationships should grow and prosper- My prayer for 
W.B.C. in the years to come is that all faculty, staff, and 
students will develop interpersonal relationships, not 
just superficial “how are you? * hut real in-depth con¬ 
cern for each other* Jesus invested his life in His disci¬ 
ples, can't we invest ours in each other?
